While the democratic leaders in congress 
expect the Wilson tariff bill to become a 
law, substantially as it stands today, ghey 
are prepared fer a hard and loug fight over 
jit. ‘Many local interests are affected by 
it, and congressinen representing them are 
being urged to oppose this or that reduction. 
As stated last night, the Louisianials will 
oppose the cut of the duty on refined sugar 
and the omission of duty on the raw, and, 
at the same time, resist the propo- 
sition to abolish the sugar bounty after 
five years. ‘They say the retention of the 
bounty for this period is an acceptance of 
the ponnty principle and that il should 
be continued if the duty is reduced on 
fined, and raw left on the free list. Sena- 
tor White, who speaks for that state and 
its interest, said tonight that while not 
criticising the ways and means committee 
or inveigling against the members in apy 
way, the Louisiana delegation wits deter- 
mined to oppose the GO per cent cut 1m susar, 
Of course, he said = they hoped to make 
their opposition effective. Ile added that 
he failed to see the consistency in the grad- 
ual reduction of the bounty as long as ihe 
principle was recognized. 

No Doub. About it Passing. 

As it is with sugar so it is with iron ore, 
wool, coal, argentiferous lead ore, lumber, 
certain agricultural products and other ar- 
ticles either added to the free list or on 
which the duty has been largely reduced. 
Members representing constituencies ef- 
fected will no doubt vote against the para- 
graph or paragraplis of the bill offensive to 
their constituents, thus placing themselves 
on record, and then vote for the bill. If 
all the congressmen whose constituencies 
are effected by reductions of duty or ad- 
ditions to the free list should pool their 
grievances they ~ might defeat the bill. 
The probabilities are against this, however. 
Thus the sugar men will vote against the 
sugar schedule, the wool men aguinst that 
achedule and so on through the list, but 
they will not combine to vote against two 
or more schedules or against the bill us a 
Therefore, the leaders fully ex- 
pect to control a practically solid party 
for theemeasure. They will have the sup- 
port of the administration and what that 
means the fight over. silver at the 
extra session shows. As to the time 
when the new bill is likely to become a law 
opinions differ. The committee named in 
the bill March Ist next as the time for the 
bill to take effect. There is no chance for 
its passage by that date. ,

Convcress Moves Slowly. 
The history of the McKinley law is inter-

On Octover 
Ist the bill was examined and signed by 
the presiding officers of the two houses, 
Whercupon if was sent to President Huarri- 
son to be approved and he signed it the 
Same dav. 

The Wilson bill will be in the house four 
mouths earher than MeclNinley’s was.thanks 
t% the extra session. Allowing the same 
time for debate in the two houses, and 
the republicans are estopped from asking 
more, aud the same delay from disagree- 
ments necessitating conference, the Wilson 
bill would reach Président Cleveland about 
June Ist next. He would probably lose as lit- 
tle time in approving it as Mr. Harrison 
did with the McKinley Dill. The Wilson 
bill may reach the president sooner, but 
it would seem it ought not to reach hin 
later than the ides of June. 


Does Not brovide for Enough Revenue. 


Representative Boatner, of Louisiana 
said today that his objection to the bill 
is that it falls bejow the reyenne raising 
point. He thinks it would have been bet- 
ter ifa small revenue had been put on some 
things pow on the free list of the bill, and 
he says this could have been done without 
affecting the cost of the arti 
summers, but which would have added to 
the revenues under the bill.

Not Jong ago there met in Mobite a close 
conclave of these men, and their restive- 
ness took shape somewhat in the fashion of 
a resolution to put up Congressman Dick 
Clarke, of the Gulf City, to succeed Senator 
Morgan. Mayor Rich, of Mobile, quite a 
popular young man, is to be a candidate 
for governor. Colonel Oates is already in 
the field for that office. The strength t 
Rich can marshal is at the opportune 
ment to be turned over to Oates to assyre 
his success. Joseph F. Johnston, of Bdk& 
mingham, president of the Alabama Na- 
tional bank. and a bimetallist, is Oates’s 


most formidable opponent. 

The straight out administration, anti-free 
silver democrats, including Governor Jones, 
Messrs. Screws and Glass, of The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser, and General Shelly are 
in the play against Joe Johnston. Col- 
onel Oates is to be governor and ultimate- 
ly, Senator Clarke is to succeed Morgan, 
and Rich is to succeed Clarke as a repfe- 
sentative of the Mobile or first Alabama 
district.

London,. November 28S.—In the court of 
queen’s bench today the expected sensational 
suit of Seaton vs. the estate of the late 
Abingdon Baird, the well known TEnglish 
sportipg man, was called for a ‘hearing.

ituilroad Taxes and Receivershipsa. 

During the year a question of vital im- 
portance has been passed upon by the 
federal courts and decided in a manner that 
must excite the alarm of every lover of 
liberty. The statutes of the staie pro- 
vide for the valuation of aH taxable 
property. in real and personal property. 
this is done by county boards of equalization 
With the auditor. Railroads, being of a 
non-local character, are assessed by 4 
separate and = distinct board, “the state 
railroad board of equalization.” While 
all other taxpayers have acceded to the 
law, the rairoads alone have put forth 
the insolent claim that they should decide 
as to the value of their property, and have 
tendered such tures as they consicde red 
right and proper. The taxes fixed by the 
state board, they have refused to pay. | 

In the fiscal year of 1S90-91 the state 
board assessed taxes on the railroads which 
subsequently made a return at a much 
lower Value, tendering only such taxes 
as were due on its own assessment. 

In every cause the United States eourt 
granted injunctions against the treasurers 
prohibiting the issue of executions. The 
point was made by the state that, where 
the amount involved was less than S2.000, 
the cirewt court had no jurisdiction, and 
that the taxes due in different counties 
could not be lumped together to bring the 
sum up to the requirement for obtaining 
jurisdiction.

Judges Goff and Simonton decided in fay- 
or of the receivers and fined the sheriffs 
$500 each, which was eventually paid by 
the state after an unsuccessfull appeal to 
the supreme court.

On the other hand the principle that prop- 
erty in possession of a receiver shall not 
be levied upon until all matters connect- 
ed with the bankruptcy be adjudicated is 
equally well established.

The law of re- 
ceivers is altogether modern. It was orig- 
inally of small importance and caused no 
disquiet, but it has grown in the last thir- 
ty-five vears like a banvan tree in the trop- 
ic jungles of Asia. This development has 
kept pace with the frequent bankruptcy of 
railroads in which the courts have too often 
been the. means of assisting in carrying out 
the robbery. 

The Chief Justice Scored. 

The chief justice in order to get an ex- 
cuse for allowing the receiver to resist 
paurment says that the “levy of a tax war- 
raut sequestrates the property to answer 
the exigency writ, but the property in pos- 
session of the receiver is already in seqnttes- 
tration and while the lien of taxes must be 
recognized, the orderly administration of 
justice requires this to be done by and un- 
der sanction of the court. It is the duty 
of the court to see that this is done—a seiz- 
ure assumes the court will fail in its duty.” 

The court evidently takes the ground 
that the collection of taxes on property in 
the hands of a receiver is an interference 
by the executive with the judiciary, and, 
therefore, unconstitutional. It is judicial 
tvranny to include taxes with other debts 
and claim jurisdiction to determine their le- 
gality on the pretext of receivership nlone. 

If. as the court claims, the recelver is a 
mere automaton, doing its duty

The plea of the state that the court had 
no jurisdiction when less than $2,000 was 

invulval was sneeringly denied. The 
courts knew better, but resolved to protect 
the railroads. It was a mere dodge—tech- 
nical construction run wild and the supreme 
court Warps out of reason the general 
prohibition against, interference with prop- 
erty in the hands*of the court, which Is 
intended to apply to ordinary debts: alone. 
The statutes of the United States declare 
that the laws of the state shall be re- 
garded as rules of decision in trials in 
United States courts, except where the stat- 
utes otherwise provide. 

it has not been shown and cannot be 
shown that the assessments are. greater 
than the “aetual value” provided for in 
the constitution are that there is lack of

The difference between the state assess- 
ment and that of the roads themselves is 
almost 33 1-3 per cent. If this difference 
is nade legal excuse to resist payment 
of taxes, why could not the receiver fix 
the value at anything he chose with the 
same result?

Lengthy quotations follow from Alexan- 
der Hamilton in The Federalist and Chiet 
Justice Marshall, bearing on the right and 
power of a state to impose taxation, 
Upon this it is argued that if the state has 
the right to levy, it has, as a logical se- 
quence, the right to collect. It may be 
urged that the the claim of the receiver 
that the tax was illegal raised a question 
between the state and citizens of another 
state over which the United States court 
had jurisdiction. This is not disputed, but 
the injustice of obtaining = jurisdiction 
through the receivership to pass on the 
legality of the tax and stop its collection 
when the amount involved does not give 
jurisdiction otherwise produces an inequal- 
ity among citizens and creates a privileged 
class, Which is the very essence of injustice, 
illegality and tyranny.

But Alexander Hamilton = and John 
Marshall are old fogies not to be mentioned 
in the same breath with Judges. Simonton 
and Goff. The supreme court 
saturated with the idea of its own dignity, 
refused to release the sheriffs because it 
felt the “dignity” of the court below must 
also be maintained. 

A receiver in the matter of taxes should 
be the same as any other citizen or corpo- 
ration. Any favoritism puts a premium on 
bankruptcy. 

In some quarters there is a growing de- 
mand for government ownership of rail- 
roads, for these corporations in the hands 
of receivers have found such willing tools 
among the federal judges. 1 do not edvo- 
cate this solution, but the manipulators 
of these corporations grown rich in robbing 
the peopie hold up their hands in holy hor- 
rors at the idea. 

What are the facts? Upwards of 55,000 
miles of railroads, with capital of over 
$1.400,000,000 are today in the hands of 
receivers, Who are but the servants or 
partners of the judges. The result 
that this property, one-fifth of the total 
mileage of the country, is already in ef- 
fect under government ownership and 
coutrol. The judges, without any statutes 
on the subject, without any Imitation and 
Without any accountability te any one, are 
the virtual peossessors of the roads. 

These receiverships offer immense temp- 
tation to. maladministration, peculation, 
robbery and general demoralization. Men 
who want to make money, “honestly if 
they can,” seek them with aridity. The 
most glaring and remarkable instance of 
this “facilis descensus Averni”™ occurred 
this year when Chief Justice Paxon, of 
Pennsvivauia resigned that Weh office 
to become receiver for the Pennsylvania 
and Reading railroad. 

By comparison government ownership 
would be such an improvement that it is 
bound to come unless these abuses cease.

Two Doctors There Were Five New 
Cases Ueforse Dr. Branbam’s. 
Savannah, Ga., November 28.—(Special.) 
Surgeon Carter came up this morning from 
Jesup for a conference with Health Othcer 
Brunner, and returned shortly afterwards, 
going to Brunswick to assist in the work of 
fumigation and disinfection there. Dr. 
Brunner said that he and Dr. Carter taiked 
on several subjects, among them the his- 
tory of the epidemic, the proposed state 
board of health and Judge Mershon’s 

charges in the house. 

Very little wus learned as to the object 
of the conference, but [)y. Brunner said 
today that he and Dr. Carter could both 
prove that Dr. Branham’s case of yellow 
feyer Was pot the first in Brunswick, and 
that there were about tive before it oc- 
curred, If these proofs were brought out 
they would upset Judge Mershon’s charges 
against Dr. Brunner. 


iT MAY Be $9, 


The Physicians Wi ae Mave Rees in the Ep- 
idemic Cannot Tell. 

Brunswick, Ga., November 28.—(Special.) 
Information received in Brunswick tonight 
by The Constitution correspondent quotes 
Drs. Brunner and Carter as stating that 
they ‘had positive proof that five cases of 
yellow fever existed in Brunswick before 
the Surgeon Branham ease. Ali the local 
physicians are a unit in declaring that, if 
fact. they failed to discover the 
in their practice. - 

Surgeon Murray, when 
this subjeet tonight exclusively by The 
Constitution, said: “I have reason to be- 
lieve, but no proof as yet, that three cases 
yellow fever did exist in Brunswick 
entirely independent of the Branham case, 
I also believe that Surgeon Branham con- 
tracted yellow fever on a at quar- 
untine station which developed in Bruns- 
wick.” 

‘The statements made by Drs. Carter 
aud Brunner are not new to the physicians 
and people of Brunswick. For the past 
two montis, when the conditions of their 
patients would allow, the medical men 
connected with* this epidemic would meet 
in consultation and discuss the theory of 
how yellow fever reached Brunswick, and 
when it made its first appearance. The 
(.nstitution eorrespondent has been pres- 
ent at many of these meetings, at several 
of which the conference lasted unt;) 3 and 
4 o'clock the next morning. Irom the 
impressions received at these meetings, it 
can be safely said that all the physicians, 
buth Toeal and visiting, believe that yellow 
fever did exist in Brunswick previous to 
the Branham ease. But, up to the present, 
it is only a conelusion on the part of all 
concerned, and no one, from Surgeon .Mur- 
ray down, has proofs to back the cheory 
It believed. however, by some Bruns- 
Wickians that fever did exist here previous 
to Dr. Branham’s ease. Trerefore, the 
statements made by Drs. Carter and Brun- 
ner to the same effect create nwo d scus- 
sion or cemment except that it is not be- 
lieved that they have absolute proof, but, 
on the contrary, have only arrived at the 
same eonelusion announced by the Bruns- 
wick medical men thirty days ago, and on 
which they are trying to. secure some 
tangible proof.

The Congress Favors Abolishing the Pres- 
@nt Penitentiary System. and Scatter 
the Convicts All Over the State. 


Augusta, Ga., November 28.-—(Special.)— 
The Georgia road congress met in Music 
hall at the exposition this morning.

Will Most Likely Absorb the Atlanta 
and West Point Railway. 


ALL MANNER OF RUMORS ARE ASTIR 


Captain A. Pope May Become Traffic Man- 
agerof the Central in Placeof Mr. 
Shellman—Otcer Railroad News. 


Tt is now given out upon such authority 
as makes it at least a most reasonable be- 
lief that the Georgia railroad is going to 
assume control of the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad as far as West Point. and 
that the. Central will take charge of the 
line on the Alabama side of the fence. 

In this same connection, it is said that 
the Central will, at the instance and ma- 
neuvers of Receiver Comer, depose Colonel 
C. H. Phinizy as president and Captain 
ryler as general manager of tha Western 
of Alabama, and put Colonel Shellman, 
now trafic manager of the Central, in the 
office of president and general manager; 
Captain A. Pope, secretary of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Assvciation, to be 
tratic manager of the Central in place of 
Mr. Shellman. 

“These ‘tumors, while they have not been 
verified by the authorities’ in power to 
nuke the changes mentioned, have not been 
denied, and it is safe to say that some 
such changes are certainly on the breeze. 

All of the leading men of the Georgia 
railroad and the Western of Alabama aad 
the Central were in the city yesterday, 
but were reticent to an extreme d ‘vree 
When questioned on these reports that have 
gone afloat around the circles of the 
southern railroad world. 

There has already been much talks about 
the rumored attempts of Mr. Comer, re- 
ceiver of the Central, to dethrone tie pres- 
ent othcers of tae Western of Alabama 
and quace ‘Trafic Manager Sheliman jn 
charge of the line. The recent meeting of 
the directors of the Western of Alabama 
in Montgomery, While it did nothing along 
this line, gave birth to many wiispers 
corroborating the rumors already astir. 

It was told by those in attendance that 
Mr. Comer received a telegram from the 
Mutual Life Insurance Coupany, of New 
York, which js a large stockholder in the 
Central and Western of Alubumas iustruct- 
Img him not to depose President Vhinizy 
Just at this time, aud this is given out us 
tae chief cause for postponing the action 
that Was supposed to be Lue principal work 
of the convention. 

~Wacether this was really the cause of the 
pustponement, or whether it was because of 
the absence of the Louisville atid Nash- 
Ville foiks, is not known from any authori- 
wtuve source, 

However. this my be, the rumors that 
Receiver Comer is bent upon placing Mr. 
Shelman as president and geueral manager 
of the Atlanta and West Point aud the 
\\ estern of Ajabama is receiving recogni- 
tion as something mure than a ruwor 
every day. 

dt will be a sort of sensation to see the 
Oid system of the Atlanta and West Pouit 
and the, Western of Alabama broken to 
pieces. If the rumors now out come true, 
this will be done, the Georgia railroad. 
under the manugement of Mr. ‘Lt. IX. Seott. 
tuking charge ot the line from Atlanta to 
West ‘ont on the Avabama bord rand 
the Central taking charge beyuud tuat 
puint, 

This will give a through service from 
the southwest to the eastern coast, througu 
trains running from New Orleans over the 
Lovisville and Nashville to Caarleston, 
Pk He i ed the South | 
lina roads from Atlanta eastward, ana the 
Atlanta and West Poiat, the Western of 
Alabama and the Louisville and Nashville 
westward. 

All of these rumors play right into the 
hands of rumors that started not long 
ago when the Louisville and Nashville, a 
leading stockhejder in the Georgie. the 
Central and the Atlanta and West Point, 
decided to issue $0,000,000 in bonds for 
the purpose of forming more complete 
links in the southeast. 

If putting two and two together makes 
four, putting these sequel rumors together 
makes them true, and it is not difficult to 
see that something of this kind is in the 
wind. 

There's to Be No Free Delivery. 
There will be no free delivery of freights 

Atlanta. 

This was ‘the chief complaint of the 
rauroad manipulators held in the rooms of 
the commissioner of the Southera Railway 
aud Steamship Association yesterday. 

It wus thought that the lines entering 
Atianta would meet the refusal of th: 
Western and Atlantic to allow them the 
use of its excellent sidetracks and terminal 
facilities on the same terms as heretofore 
by deciding to restore to the merehants of 
tue ity tae old system of free delivery of 
freights from their separate freight depots. 

But when the meeting got down to busi- 
ness, and began to discuss the matter, it 
was found that the safest plan for the 
roads was to meet the proposition of 
the Western and Atlantic in another way. 
Consequently, they deiermiped to continue 
to engage the sidetracks of the Western 
and <Atlantic, agreeing to a more liberal 
policy in the matter of holding the road 
responsible for damages to cars, and ship- 
ments while being shifted over its tracks. 

This was t hechief complaint of the 
Western and Atlantic, and when the roads 
agreed to make the concessions necessary 
along this line, the Western and Atlantic 
peope accepted their proposition to 
tinue to use the termina) facilities of their 
properties in Atlanta, and this hushed all 
the plaus that had been whispered about 
as the solution of the problem econfrouting 
the roads entering .Atlauta other than the 
Western and Atiantic. 

If sume such arrangement of this kind 
had not been made, it is certain that the 
roads entering this city would have 
back to the old free-delivery system which 
was in wogue here untii about a year 
ago. 

The Georgia and Seaboard Air-Line. 
Tt is assured now that the Seaboard Air- 


Line and the Georgia will get along much 
more smoothly m the future than they 
have done jn the past. 

It is said that it is the policy of Generai 
Manager Scott, of the Georgia, to deal more 
harmoniously with the Seaboard people 
than did General Manager Green, former ly 
of the Georgia. 

It was not at all surprising, therefore, 
that the rumor should get ont yesterday 
with General Manager Scott in the eity to 
the effect that the two lines had made a 
traffic arrangement by which the Georgia 
railroad will handle the dreights of the 
Senboard Air-Line at this end of the line. 

The freight depot of the Georgia railroad 
is vight in the heart of Atlanta, while that 
of the Seaboard Air-Line is away out at 
Toman Park. The advantages to the Sea- 
board people in having such a traffie ur- 
rangement with the Georgia. to put 
their cars right in the center of town are 
great. 

Such arrangements have always been re- 
fused by General Manager Green and it 
is said that it was the policy of the past 
management of the Georgia to coerce the 
Seaboard ‘Air-Line into accepting higher 
terms from the Georgia than was the Sea- 
board’s willingness, evidenced by the 
building of a belt line encircling Atlanta 
and entering from the opposite side of 
the city. 

If it be true that such a deal has been 
made, and it is not denied by those who 
ought to know, it makes a wonderful im- 
provement in the general freight delivery 
system of Atlanta.

They entered an alley 
in the rear and forced a door which gave 
them admission to the saloon. ‘There they 
found the bartender, Gus Baughman, who 
was at once placed under arrest by Lieu- 
tenant Poppe. Detective Calnan recognized 
Hill, who was standing near the stove. 

“Place that man under arrest,” said 
Detective Calnan to An ofticer. 

Hill was greatly surprised, but submitted 
without resistance. 

“What do you want me for?’ he de- 
manded. 

“For Atlanta,” said Detective Calnan. 

Hill’s face fell, and he said: “Well, I 
guess you've got me right.” 

Subsequently, while in the saloon, Hill 
admitted ‘his identity, ond «said that, 
probably, the Atlanta authorities were 
anxious as to his whereabouts.

Warrauts Disappear. 

Since Harry Hill’s departure from the city 
the 'rongue of gossip has been wagging aciive- 
ly and many questions are being oropounded 
ov every side concerning the case. 

Ope of these questions is about some ‘war: 
rants which Mr. J. H. Porter swore out 
aguinst Harry Hil! some months ago. 

It seems that some time after Harry Hill's 
release from jail, subsequent to his return 
from OChicazo, Mr. J. H. Porter went before 
Judge Landrum and swore out Seven warrants 
against Hiil, charging him with forgery. At 
the time the warrants were sworn out Hill 
was ou; of jail ou bond, and it was supposed 
that he had skipped the country. In making 
the cyarge of forgery against Hill Mr. Porter 
based it not upon the notes bearing the name 
of Mrs. Porter, but upon some notes larry 
Hi] had been exhibiting when he discounted 
the paper Which he declared had been signed 
by her. ‘These warranis were seven in nul 
ber .and when Justice Landrum had finished 
them he was requested to serve them if he 
erould. Justice Landrum had no idea of the 
whereabouts of Harry Hil, and that night 
earried the Warr “0 Chef of Police Con- 
noly to whem surrendered them. Phe 
fact that the warrants had been sworn out 
was made public and the papers announced 
the fact tht new charges fad Deen made 
against Harry Hill and that he would be 
brought back if he could be found. — But be- 
fore Hill could be found he astonished the 
people by turning up al the union depot one 
morning, and from a sleeper sent a note to 
Sheriff Barnes saying tlrat he wanted to sur- 
render himself. 

When Hill returned to the city the seven 
warrants sworn out by Mr. Porter were 
still in the hands of the chief of police and 
a few days ‘ater Just.ce Landrum sent to 
the chief asking for them. The warrants 
were sent to the justice and by him were 
placed in a pigeon nole in this desk, where 
they remained until cobwebs had gathered on 
them and they had been aimost forgotten. 
One dav Mr. Rube Arnoid tailed upon Justice 
Landrum and asked if he had the warrants. 
Judge Landrum, knowing Mr. Arnold to be a 
of Mrs. Porter. pulled them from 
the pigeon hole and handed them over to 
\fr. Arnold, who carried them away to his 
oflice. and that is the !ast that Judge Landrum 
has seen of the papers. 

These warrants have 
ta‘k lately, and many people 
ing where the papers are low. 

Among those asking that question is Justice 
Landrum. 

And about the only gentleman abe to an- 
ewer the question is Mr. Rube Arnoid, Jr. 

When asked about the warrants Judge Lan- 
drum said: 

‘Vir, Porter came to me about the 5th of 
Ju'y. well as I remember the date, and 
asked for the warrants. He made the usua! 
affidavit and I issued the warrants. As I 
understood it the warrants were not for the 
notes which Harry H sold. but for letters 
he presented at the same t.me declaring that 
the notes which were offered for saie were 
genuine. These letters were said be for- 
geries, too, and that was the offense covered 
in those warrants, as [ understood it. The 
offense of forgery, as far as the notes were 
concerned, were Covered on the warrants 
upon wh.ch IL! had given bond. One day 
Rube Arnold caiied on me and asked for the 
warrants. That was after the warrants had 
been returned me by Chief Connolly. I 
gave him the warrants and I have not geen 
them since.”

Three Times In a Year Green Branan 
Was Burned Out. 


HE LOST HIS RESIDENCE AND BARN. 


He Suffered a $5,000 Loss Monday Night. 
A Reward of $150 Offered for the 
Firebugs—Detectives at Work. 


The store, dwelling house, barn and sta- 
bles of Mr. Green B. Branan, one of the 
most prominent and well-to-do citizens of 
Henry county, were burned Monday night. 

Mr. Branan lives at Stockbridge, tmr- 
teen miles from Atlanta, and the strange 
part of the incendiariem is that it was 
the third time such a thing has occurred 
within the last year. The total of Mr. 
Branan’s loss night before last will not 
exceed $5,000, but the two other destruc- 
rive fires caused heavy losses. 

Mr. iranan = is well known in Atlanta 
through business and family relations. Te 
is a cousin to Messrs. Charles J. and M. 
C. Branan of the wholesale grocery firm 
of Branan Bros., and has other relatives 
in Atlanta. : 

He has been a merchant at Stockbridge 
for, perhaps, fifteen years, end has accu- 
mulated considerable property and is ¢com- 
fortably independent. He js very popular, 
and if Le has an enemy no one knows if. 
By his industry he started himself im the 
gnareantile ‘business, pifrcuased a large 
farm and erected a handsome bcuse in the 
Vilage of Stockbridge.

Mr. Branan yesterday 
telegraphed to Atlania the news of his Joss, 
and detectives will be placed to work again. 
He has renewed the offer of S150 reward. 
If the firebug is caught, he will, undoubted- 
ly, be lynched.

Hayes Tried to. Fight His Way Out of 
the Courtroom. 


HIS WEAPON OF OFFENSE WAS 4 CHAIR 


Yesterday Morning He Was Sentenced to 
Seven Years ior Assault with Intent 
to Murder—Takento the ‘**Pen’’. 


Fighting, struggling, cursing and foaming 
at the mouth, Audrew Hayes, the self-con- 
fessed murderer, just sentenced to seven 
years in the penitentiary for assault with 
intent to murder, yesterday gorning en- 
gaged the attention of several baliffs and 
bystanders, and it was some time before 
he was overpowered, 

Late’ yesterday afternoon, rather sub- 
dued and more securely handcuffed than 
at the episode of the morning, Hayes was 
carried to the penitentiary, leaving here 
a short time after 4 o’cloek. 

Hayes was arrested about two months 
ago on the charge of assault with intent 
to murder. According to the evidence 
against him he became angered at a woman 
with whom he hud been living and used 
a coupling pin with excelent effect on the 
back of her head. Hayes resisted arrest, 
und after he got to the police station began 
to evince a great desire to get rid of the 
worries of life by hanging himself. Upon 
several occasions was cut down. <At 
times he was in a tighting mood, and would 
vehemently declare that he should never 
be removed from the jail alive. Finally 
he sprung a fairy story ou the police to the 
effect that he had killed a negro man named 
Frank Shepard. lle related the circum- 
stances surrounding the killing of Shepard, 
ad of which had been really developed by 
circumstantial evidence. This murder oc- 
curred about cight veurs ago, aud the mur- 
derer had never been found. 

The story of Hlayes was. laughed at, and 
he swore to it, telling many little incidents 
ubout it which had escaped the closest ob- 
servation ot even the vigilant detectives. 
A few days ago, however, Hayes began to 
deny it, and laughed at his tormer= story, 
declaring Lis innocence. ‘This left the po- 
Ace i us Worrlsome a quandary as ever. 
During ail this Hlayes inade several efforts 
to kill himself. 

Yesterday morning Haves was earried 
before Judge Richard Clark for trial, and 
wits very quiet. Tle had etigauged no lawyer, 
so ohe Was appointed by the judge. The 
lawyer began to make efforts to secure a 
postponement the case, but Tlayes de- 
mianded that justice he done bim. and that 
he be allowed an immediate trial It was 
not a very lenethy one, and the jury quick- 
lv returned a verdiet of cuiltv. Judge Clark 
then proceeded to sentence Flaves. Hardly 
had he announced that seven years would 
be the penakty imposed, when the negra, 
who had been allowed to sit unhandeuffed, 
caught up a chair and began to fight his 
way out of the courtroom in a most des- 
perate “way. He was eaugcht bv Bailiff 
James Donehoo and Deputy Sheriff Austin, 
but he still struggled viciously. The audi- 
encein the courtroom sprang to the resene 
and Hayes was everpowered and handenffs 
ploced on him. He was then taken to the 
jail, still cursing and fighting, but all to 
little avail.
